On 
balance industry is slightly more ac­ 
tiv e, some branches of the iron trade 
hav ing increased forces, while build 
ing is more brisk; but at the same] 
time drouth or low water in v arious j 
nav igable streams tend to effect such

and paper mills. 
Railway tonnage is 
heav ier and current gross earnings 
show smaller decreases than for any 
time in the past ten months.

Brake man William 
Bartlett sprang into the water-tank 
behind the engine, only to be literally 
boiled to death as the flames swept 
over it. Engineer Foster and Conduc­

through the fire and smoke, and were 
the first to reach the village of Posen 
and report the wreck and ask for as­ 
sistance from there. 
Behind them 
straggled a burned and wounded pro­ 
cession of refugees from the wrecked 
train. It was a fearful march over the 
hot ties with the flames from the burn 
ing woods on either side of the track 
roaring and snapping in thoir faces. 
It will probably be a week or more be 
fore it is known definitely how many 
people perished in the village of Metz. 
The fire had gained a foothold in the 
town before the train left, and in all 
probability many of the citizens were 
cremated.
